It is bet' 
tor not to change the tension of the rein at 
all; that is, if you were driving with aloose 
line iv hen the animal shied do not nervous- 
ly clutch the rein, as if you were frightened 
also. It will do you no good, for you can- 
not gather up a loose line quick enough. 
If the horse shies very badly speak to him, 
and gather the hues easily and firmly. If 
you were driVing with a taut line, which is 
always best in my judgment, do not jerk 
as he shies, but press steadily and keep 
cool.—New York Weekly.

During the deliberation one of the 
committee of safety made the happy sug- 
gestion that the Fulton steamboat be 
fitted with an iron prow and a number of 
steam pipes, so that scalding steam could 
bo turned on the enemy should they at- 
tempt to board the vessel. The committee 
agreed with him that the steamboat-fitted 
in that manner would be invincible, as it 
could move at will regardless of the direc- 
tion of the wind, ram holes in. the enemy's 
ships, etc.—Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Past Masters of the Art. 


The Japanese are post masters in the 


treatment of alloys both in texture and 
color, and no better guides exist. They 
achieve their grand results by the simplest 
means—a judicious blending of various 
metals, inlaying and pickling. Copper is 
the basis of their chief alloys, and by in- 
corporating with it certain proportions of 
gold and silver they obtain remarkable re- 
sults in color through the pickling process. 


But not only do they get striking effects 


from their alloys and pickling; their mode 
of working up the metals is a thing to be 
studied. For instance, they will take six 
or seven plates of different metals and al- 
loys, weld them together, and then by 
drilling, punching up and filing, get a sur- 
face in which all the metals show in a 
manner which is truly wonderful. By the 
range of tints at their command they can 
work out on a metal surface scenes of ani- 
mal life, landscapes, etc., with effect never 
dreamed of by metal workers in the west- 
ern world.—Jewelers' Review.

Tliere is nothing peculiar about him ex- 


cept a slight stiff ncnS, caused by a ruling 
Strain, iu the right leg.—Kudy.ird Kipling, 


May llo Washed Out. 


Severn! physicians have tried with yruti- 


fyin;? success a novel treatment for dyspep- 
sia and cancer of the stomach by washing 
out t ho stomach. The process is very sim- 
ple and not dangerous. A long, flexible 
pipe is passed down the throiit until one 
end is in the stomach. The upper end has 
a funnel attached, into which hot water is 
pouted until tho stomach is filled. Tho 
weight of the water in the pipe and funnel 
give-, a hydraulic pressure sufficient to 
sliglitly distend the stomach. The pipe 
has an aperture big enough to hold a lead 
pencil. 


Aft*r the stomach has been filled the 


funnel end of the pipe is turned down un- 
til it Is lower than the, bottom of the 
stomach, and the stomach is emptied as a 
barrel of any fluid Is emptied through a 
siphnn. The process may bo repeated sev- 
eral times. The result is that the. undi- 
gested food and mucus are washed out 
and the hot water closes the blood vessels 
and reduces inflammation. The relief is 
immediate. The dyspeptic may have his 
stomach washed out before a meal, so that 
he can take a fresh start. After the lapse 
of a sufficient time for ordinary digestion 
the stomach may be washed out again. 


Tliis process bos been iu use at the New 


York hospital for some time. The stomach 
pump bos been mainly used in cases of 
poisoning, and is considered to be the first 
essential before administering antidotes. 
But they are so seldom used that few phy- 
sicians have them. Recently in a case of 
poisoning three prominent physicians were 
applied to for the use of a stomach pump, 
ind neither of them had one, and the pa- 
,ient had to be taken to the hospital.— 
New York Sun.

The Crucifixion N»1U. 


One of the most curious relics preserved 


In the Ashmolean museum, at Oxford, 
England, is a crown having a framework 
said to have been made of the nails that 
wen: driven through the hands and feet of 
Jesus at Calvary. The crown itself is em- 
bossed with jewels and gold, exhibiting a 
close resemblance to the enameled work 
of the present day, notwithstanding the 
fact that its history can be traced back to 
the time of the coronation of Agilulfus, 
king of Normandy, in the year 501. 


A.S noted in the foregoing, the portion of 


the crown which Is of greatest traditional 
Interest is the framework of iron, about % 
of an inch broad and 1-10 of an inch iu 
thickness, attached to the inner circumfer- 
ence of the jeweled superstructure. This 
iron band was made from the identical 
naiK according to legendary report, used 
at the Crucifixion; given by the Empress 
Helena—who, history says, was the discov- 
erer of the cross—to her son, Constantine 
the '"rreat, as n miraculous protection from 
the l..n_;ers of the battlefield. 


Tlie priest who exhibits the crown to 


curious visitors points out, as a permanent 
miracle, the fact that there is not a single 
^peck of rust upon the iron, although it 
has now been exposed to the dampness of 
the atmosphere for more than fifteen cen- 
turi"s. The crown was originally made 
for Agilulfus, king of the Lombards, under 
the supervision of Thcndelincle, his wife, 
who had fallen heir to the sacred nails.— 
St. J-ouis Republic.
